Tho men who 
have been r oat buneStted by tho lato 
premier ai • now engaged in attacking 
hischaracte The man whom Mr. Duck 
Ravod from ; oliticHl ruin in 1874 by a 
timely .speech, to day refuses to print hia 
late ' irraiidV defence 1 "Tetnpora 
rautantiir." There is nut a fairminded 
man in the city who is not crying shaio, ! 
shame I upon oiieh ingratitude. A iludl 
of indignation ran through tho city as tho 
(xwrsu accusatioiia of Mr. Humphreys 
were read uu Tuesday, and men naturally 
looked for the defence of the assailed 
gentlaihisn. It wss incredible that they 
would allow themselves to rest fur a mo- 
ment under dmnagtiig, and, if allowed to 
pass unanswered, ruinous accusations. No 
public man could alford to allow thc^e 
grave charges to pass unnoticed. Thoy 
must bo met, grappled with, stamped un- 
der heel and bruiiud aa Scripture insists 
the serpent's head shall be bruised. Well, 
all these things woi o done. Effective de- 
fensive spoochtiB wore made by the gen- 
tlemen who had boon assailed. An or- 
ganized attetnpt was made to howl them 
(iown — to provent their being heardi 
Those attomptj wore unsuccessful. Triplo- 
clad in the armor of innocence the assail- 
ed members of parliament refuted every 
accucation. Unable to stifle free-speech 
at tho city hnll, the Ananias of the local 
press undertook to nmit the roiutinK 
speeches. On Tuesday, then, the .SV-n/id- 
ard appeared with the nccusatory addresses 
in full, but without tho explanatory ad- 
dresses !" To day J thereforo, Messrs. 
Beavo'i, Duck and other members of 
parliament stand — ,'jo far as the Stand- 
ard can cause them to atand — before tho 
province in tho discreditablo light of hav- 
ing been accused at a publio meeting of 
bribeiy afe'd; corruption ; and, allhough 
present at^ the meeting, of not having 
opened their mouths in thoir own do- 
fenco. The editors of the Standard have 
done many low-down things in their day; 
but this is tho sharpest curve in tho down 
grade they have yet turned; becau.se in- 
gratitude ia tho basost of crimes. The 
BttrrenSef' 'of 'the name of tho writer of 
the " Britori " letter before they were 
asked for it, stamped them as personB 
destitute of moral or physical courage: 
but the act of shutting out the defence of 
two legislators to whom they owe tho ex- 
iatenco of their paper shows them to ba 
lievoid of morality of any kind. It ro- 
iuains for the buainesi inon of this city to 
ilecide how long they will continue tosup- 
port with advorLiouiiieiitj and subscrip-- 
lions men who fr.'m years of pructicR 
have reduced libel to a science, and whoHO 
latest victims are the members of .the 
legislature now -in session across James 
Bay. 

While on the subjuct, let us aay one 
word in bohalf. of ourselves: The Infa- 
mous [ifieet ' we refer to above asserted 
yes^i^rday that this papur has charged that 
the membpra of the .legislature had been 
bribed. This is false. No accusation of 
the kind was made liy us. Wo asserted 
on the auiifirity of a prominont citizen 
that ho w.t.'-. luld l)y one .Sweeny that hi» 
business in town w»a t.< £<sp(,nd mont:y to 
prevent tho Kootenay bill being passed, 
and we asked whether to tho expenditure 
of that money much of the " virtuouu 
indignation" espressod at the recent 
meetings was not due? But wo made no 
insinuation of corruption .against tho 
mombors of the legislature. Mr. lluni- 
phreya proferr«;d charges of dishonesty 
against honorahle mciahcrs; and wliat h.as 
the Standard said in deproi'atiou 7 
Whi).e'iti'pr0f6fe'Ses indigr. aion at « liat wo 
dtti-rtoi sai/, it applauds Mr. Iluiiiplirey.s 
for saying that which it condeiuiia u.h for 
not having aaid! Tho duty of the libol- 
lera' organ was to have published the 
speeches on both siden. In printing one 
and siippressinK tho other they have prac- 
ticallj^s^ndoraed the libel on the legisla- 
ture."

FOURTH PARLIAMBNT. 

FIRST SESSION. 

Friday, April 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by the Rev. Mr. Malac!>i. 
Mr. Beaven said hia attention was 
called to what waif 'probabl]^ an a&ide«t'. 
It was stated in the S/aWa vd that he was 
adverse to Mr. Raybould's amendnumt 
in the municipality act. lie hud never 
exptesaed any opinion .'is to it. 

LANDS. 

Mr. .John— How many acres of public 
lands of the province have been sold by 
the government, between the lat of Jan- 
uary, 1880, and 3l8t of December, 1882; 
number of acres on the mainland, and 
number of acres on the lalandi 

Hon. Mr. .Smitho said that tlie sales on 
the mainland during the period in ques- 
tion amounted to 5891 acres, on Van- 
couver Island 1982- in all 7873 acres. 

LAND AS1KND.MENT ALT. - 

The report of the land amendment act 
wa.-s read. 

Some discussion ensued on tlio third 
clatiso of this act. 

Mr. Smitho said ho would ho anxious 
to lend any assistance in preventing min- 
eral land being acquired as agricultural 
land. There waa an attempt of this kind 
recently, where land had been applied 
for in Kootenay under section 1 of the 
act of 188'J; but section 5 says section 1 
aliall not apply to mineral lands. He 
tlmught it would bo well to intro.i;-''" an 
aiuondmont to that ell'ect. 

IIILL TO KKl'KAL Til K PROVINCIAL SI I'KU- 

lOK couRa's ACr, 1882. 
Hon. Mr. Davie said that it was nec- 
essary the wants of the people were sup- 
plied in this respect. The act in ques 
tion was founded on fallacy. His own 
idea was they had a perfect right to legis- 
late with regard to courts. The act was 
one of the most faulty, as it stated that 
the judges of the supremo coart here did 
not form a provincial tribunal. The 
province under the terms of union was 
ontitled to botli a county court and su- 
preme court sy.stein. He wished to re- 
peal this act nut only bccaii.io it wan a 
uiistako, but also because if they went to 
IHtawii they would Bay, you not only ask 
us to appoint county court judges but su- 
preme judges. The county courts would 
be acceptable to the province, and their 
jurisdiction could be increased. If mem- 
bers wished to see such courts they would 
coissent to the repeal of the act. 

It wa.s moved that the bill bo now read 
a floc nd time. 

Mr. IJeaVen thought the. time for re- 
pealing the act was inopportune. Ho 
tlien traced the hisLiry of the present 
.system. To-day wi: Iiad five supremo 
court judges holding civil ami criminal 
jurisdioiion. If the view of the province 
that it has a ritrht to district the judges 
and the Dominion has tho right to say 
where they shall reside was correct, 
everything would bo sustained. Tho 
judges contend that neither tho provin- 
cial nor the Dominion government have 
these rights. If the supremo court was 
not a provincial court under tho B. N. A . 
act, what was it/ and what would bo the 
consequences if tho act was repealed and 
the ease pending went against the prov- 
ince at Ottawa; Wo should have no 
court at all. With tho case hanging in 
the balance and the opinion of three of 
our judges that the supreme court was 
not H provincial court, it would be a sui- 
cidal policy to repeal the act. The hon. 
gentleman had said we cannot fly two 
kites at the .same time, and thereby his 
connty-ooiiit scheiiio would prove ii fail- 
ure. 'J'ho atatemeiit in the preamble uf 
tlie act merely states tlio fact that a judg- 
ment was given to the effect that tho 
supreme court was not a provincial court. 

Hon. Mr. Davie here contended that 
upon that judgment the act declared the 
court was not amenable to the province. 

Mr. Beaven moved to strike out all the 
words after "that," and add an amend- 
ment, which was a very lengthy one. 
The preamble e.xtended over a number of 
foolscap pages. It resolved, in eflect, that 
in view of the case so pending at Ottawa 
tho act should not be rei)ealod, but that 
every constitutional eftbrt should bo used 
to get the judges of tho supreme court to 
reside in tho districts assigned. 

Mr, Heaven thought that when throe 
of our judges had decided that the su- 
premo court was not a provincial court, it 
was a matter of doubt whether the case 
would be decided in our favor at Ottawa. 

The amendment" was seconded by Mr. 
Armstrong. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said an ameadment 
such aa the one before the house could not 
be introduced on a second reading of the 
bill and was not in order. 

Mr. Beaven read an authority to show 
the amendment was in order. 

Hon. Mr. .Smithe contended further 
that two daya' notice was necessary be- 
fore the antendment could be made, as it 
did not relate to the second reading of 
the bill. He brought up this point from 
no ilesire to burke the resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that there were 
some statements in tho preamble that 
were incorretit. He would nut object to 
a re.solution involving a declaration of 
principle simply adverse to the bill; but 
he (ibjeciod to other statements, correct 
or incorrect, being brought in. 

Mr, Speaker said he thought that the 
resolution itself was strictly in order; but 
tho preamble was so long that he was 
unable to fully grasp it. 

Mr. Wilson thought vlie house could 
deal with tho resolution, without refer- 
ence to tlio preamble. 

Hon . Mr. Robaon hoped the honorable 
inomber would not fly that kite without 
the preamble. 

The speaker said the pTeambla and re- 
solution ought to be printed, they were 
so long. 

Mr. flalbiaith moved that tho resolution 
bo printed and tho debate adjourned. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought the wliolo bus- 
iness was very frivolous, and that the de- 
bate ought to bo goae on with. 

Mr. Semlin said the preamble was very 
important. 

Mr.Pooley said the substance of this 
resolution had been introduced by tho 
member for New Wcstminstor some time 
since. The intention of tlio govorniuent 
was simply to clear tho way by repealing 
tho act, in order that tho matter might be 
settled. 

Hon. Mr. Siditbe said that without tho 

fireaiuble he had no objection to the reso- 
ution. Tho preamble, he contended, 
had no reference to tliu second reading of 
the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said tho preamble was 
altogether out of order. 

Mr. Dingwall said it would take sii 
years to get through the seaaion at this 
rato. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho moved that tho pre- 
amble of Mr. Beaven's resolution be, oon- 
gjdered not in order.;.. . ». - .. ....1 

Hob. Mr. fiobson seconded ths'motion.

Mr. Duck would like to make the 
license iirohibitory. Ho thought it was 
an encdurageinent to iiitomporance. 

Mr. Pouloy said the atatoment was false 
and he was not going to sit quietly and 
hoar it made. 

Mr. Somlin said the' clause only taied 
clubs provided there wore forty members 
or more. Any association of fewer mem- 
bers would go free. He would vote for 
SIOO. 

Mr. Wilson would ask for the full am- 
ount of §200. Tho committee were not 
discussing whether the club is a good plaet;
